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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 6 and 8-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, either singly or in combination, fails to disclose the limitations of: 

oxidizing the silicon semiconductor substrate locally in a dry environment at a 
first temperature of from about 1200 to 1300 degrees centigrade, through the patterned 
silicon nitride mask layer to form silicon oxide dielectric field oxide (FOX) isolation layers 
which prevent out-diffusion of nitrogen species from the silicon nitride mask layer; and 
then oxidizing the silicon semiconductor substrate in a dry environment further at a 
second temperature from about 950 to 1000 degrees centigrade as desired to form 
greater thickness of silicon oxide layers.
